. Reel Property. 
Real 
property 
consists cf land and icludes gen­ 
erally buildings, fences and other 
improvements erected upon or at­ 
tached thereto. Also generally in­ 
cluded within the term are trees 
and crops growing upon the soil.

..Separate Property: This phase 
covers property owned by either 
husband or wife before marriage, 
and such real or pesonal property 
as either may acquire after their 
marriage by gift or inheritance,

Trust: A trust occurs where one 
person hokis the legal title of real 
or personal property for the ben­ 
efit of another person. For Ex­ 
ample, a husband may direct his 
will that after his death certain 
property shall be held and man­ 
aged by some corporation or in­ 
dividual, with income going to his 
1 widowu In such a case the person 


holding legal title and control 
of the property is known as a 
trustee. 
Another type of trust is some­ 
times called a spendthrift trust. 
This is an arrangement whereby 
one sets up a certain sum of 
money to be given out to another 
at a definite rate per month or per 
year, or under definite restrict­ 
ion. 
This type of trust is generally 
used in wills where a person de­ 
sires to leave money to an in- 
; dividual, but feeis that the in­ 
dividual is not capable of properly 
caing for money and if left to 
them In full that the party re­ 
ceiving the money will spend and 
waste the money and not receive 
the maximum benefit from it. 
There are certain technicalities i 
in setting up such an arrange-1 
ment but in a proper case they 
will preserve to the beneficiary a 
definite income, and see that tne 
principal estate left to the bene­ 
ficiary is not wasted.
